TWENTY DROWNED. 


Great Loss of Life at Amsterdam Because 
of Heavy Fog. 


AMSTERDAM, Dec. 29.—A terribly thick fog 
prevailed here to-day and resulted in great 
Owing to the almost absolute 
darkness seventy-nine persons fell into the 
river and canals, and of this number twenty 
are known to be drowned and a number of 
others are missing.

The Carlsons on the Stand—Judge Wing

He said in answer to a question that he 
wanted toattend Patrick O’Sullivan’s fun- 
eral, but that some people“ would not per- 
mit him. He denied that he had said he 
wanted to see O’Sullivan’s body and wanted 
the dead man to forgive him for what he had 
said against him. 

Judge Tuthiil sharply rebuked ex-Judge 

‘ing for intimating, by an objection, that 
all sorts of strange and queer testimony was 
being admitted as evidence for the prosecu- 
tion. 

Gerhardt Wardell was then called by the 
State and testined in regard to the two men 
the night of May 4 entering the Carison 
cottage in which he saw a light. 

The witness contradicted several times the 
testimony he had given at the former trial. 

Every person in any way connected with 
the prosecution of 3 — is on the alert 
for new moves in the endant’s interest. 
Yesterday it was stated that another attempt 
would be made to tamper with the jury. 
From several sources the State has received 
information that a plot to reach the jury was 
being hatched. It was further stated that 
the court-room would be the field of opera- 
tions. From a person whois in touch with 
the bushwhacking element of the defense 
outside the court the State learned that great 
hope of success was entertained by the men 
who thought they could fix the jury. 

The persons chosen as the emissaries of the 
conspirators are two women. Their con- 
stant daily attendance at the trial excited 
some suspicion and a watch was set on them. 
Their actions in the court-room were care- 
rully noted. The women are being shadowe‘, 
and their connection with persons interested 
in the defense will be traced. Other stories 
indicating a purpose to tamper with the jury 
are coming to the ears of the State. 

In consequence of the discovery of the at- 
tempts of the women to communicate with 
the jury, anewrule regarding admission to 
the court-room was put in force to-day. 
Tickets will be issued hereafter only by Chief 
Bailiff Carolan ana each ticket will be good 
for only one session of court. By this means 
only persons known to be reputable will be 
admitted andthe chronic attendants at the 
trial will be shut out. 


A BANKER’S SON.

. The Grand Jury for the December term 
made its final report in the Criminal 
Court to-day and returned fifty-four 
indictments, among them being 
eight indictments against Milo T. Bogard, 
charging him with embezzling $29,406 from 
the Western Building and Loan Association, 
a deed of trust to property be- 
longiug to Patriex O'Connell and 
a note for $5,000 belonging 
to Catherine Zellhuber of 2833 Rappabannock 
street, anda deed of trust to property at 
Magnolia and California avenues securing 
the note. The note and deed of trust 
were executed July 7 last. Katherine 
Price, Bogarda’s stenographer, was trustee, 
and the note was made payable to her.

security to offset depreciation and wear ooly the 
sinail monthly payment which the borrower 
may or may not thereafter pay. 
not then the property 80 purchased 
for him is forfeited and becomes an asset of the 
company and generally a bad one. Let this charter 
require, and the State Examiner compel the proper 
performance of their duties by its presiaentand di- 
rectors, as well as by the secretary. Let so by-laws 
be approved that do not provide common business 
rules, for the proper and safe eonduct of the busi- 
ness for which the corporation is organized. It is 
dangerous to let one man manage many as is new 
the case, vr even one such organization 
without proper check or supervisien. These buiid- 
ing associations deai for the most part with persons 
who can III afford to lose their savings, and the 
money they handle, hardly and bonestly earned 
sbould be earefuily and honestly invested fur them. 

We recommend that the jail be put in proper re- 
pair. Wefind that the iron casings inclesing the 
celis or cages are very badly decayed and should be 
putin good repair and painted. We also find the 
piumbing in bad repair, the wotet pipes are leaking 

and 8 should be attended to at once, 
All the water closets now inthe building should be 
taken out and replaced with a good closets, In fact 
the whole plumbing work should receive a thorough 
overhauling. The Jalil yard should receive more 
attentien and be kept in better condition. 

At the close of our final report we desire to tender

A **squeeze’’ developed in the corn market 
to-day, thoughit has been known for some 
time that the December option was right 
tight and settlements could only de 
made at the terms acceptable to 
the parties ho were long 


the corn. the shortage at one time was 
quite large and was principally made up by 
traders in the St. Louis market selling De- 
cember corn here and buying in Chicago 
against their sales in St. Louls, the difference 
in price between the two markets when 
these trades were made being from 
4 cents to 4 cents. These sales 
were made on the supposition that 
after the new crop of corn began running to 
market this difference would widen and the 
„Spread. as it is called, make severai cents 
ro it for the *‘spreaers.’’ Jonn T. Min- 
en and E. A. Ire wie said to be the 
traders who bad most of these spreads. 
But there was another trader here, 
In mak- 
ing the spread!“ the other way—buying in 
St. Louis and selling in Chicago. This was 
W. L. Green, a leading exporter and com- 
mission merchant here. That Mr. Green 
was right has been evidenced by the 
action or the market of late. The 
difference between tke two markets has been 
narrowing and to-day was only half a cent. 
Some of the December shortage has been 
settled by the shorts giving tneir January 
contracts in exchange for the December 
they were short at a certain 
for the January below the December 
rate.

DETAILS OF THE ESCAPE REVEAL A 
WELL-LAID PLOT 


The Bold Bandits Had Many Accomplices 
—Sheriff’s Officers Were Decoyed Out 
of Town andthe Jail Left: Almost De- 


fenseless—A Fast Team Was in Readi- 


ness to Hurry the Oriminels Awey— 
The Pursuit To-Day. 


FRESNO, Cal. , Dee. 29.—Fresno is up in arms 
and the whole county is excited. The jail 
delivery here last night by which at least 
temporary freedom was secured by Chris 
Evans, the Visalia bandit, who led the Evans 
and Sontag gang inthe Collis train robbery 
and through a series of desperate battles that 
finally resulted in the capture of Evans and 
the two Sontag brothers, created such 
excitement in Fresno that few men slept 
last night. Evans was to have deen 
taken to the State Penitentiary to-day to be- 
gin to serve a life term forthe murder of Vie 
Wlison, Deputy United States Marshal from 
Arizona, who was one of the three men 
killed by the bandits. Instead of wearing 
stripes, Evans ts again free to shoot and kill. 
Evans and the young man who assisted in 
effecting the delivery disappeared in the di- 
rection of the mountains and big woods; and 
it is now supposed that the bloody encounters 
of the past few months will be fought over 
again. ! 

MAIMED BUT DRBSPERATE. 

The people here now recognize in Chris 
Evans one of the most desperate of the many 
desperate men who have figured in the an- 
nals of California crime. Though the recent 
battles with officers at Visalia and in the 
foothills left him erippled in one arm and 
with one blind eye, the bandit is still equal 
to a hard fight. 

Of Ed Merrell, the young man who made 
the escape possible and who fied with the 
bandit, but little is Known. Merrell was em- 
ployed asa walter in acheap restaurant. It 
is known, however, that he is an ex-peniten- 
tlary convict and he is believed to be a hard 
character. In the hands of Chris Evans 
there is little doubt bat that he will become 
a desperate man. 80 far as can be ascer- 
tained he appears to have been led into the 
hazardous undertaking solely dy a foolbardy 
desire to be desperate and assist a desperate 
man. 

Probably 500 men are scouring the San 
Joaquin Valley in pursuit of the fugitives. 
Sheriff's posses and volunteer forces are 
going in every direction. When the escape 
became knows men rushed to hardware 
stores where they seized rifles and ammual- 
tion as if the stores were public arsenals. As 
fast as the men could get horses and guns 
one posss followed another into the foothil}s. 
The officers and machinery of the Southern 
Pacific Railway was also put into motion. in 
an incredibly short time an 
engne and cars were run 
outand a train bearing many determined 
citizens of Sanger, a small town on the Por- 
terville branch, started in the direction of 
the mountains. This posse seems to have 
gone in the right direction, for late last night 
word was received from Sanger thata cart 
and winded horse without a driver had been 
found on the roadside near there. This was 
undoubtedly the horse that Evans and Mer- 
rell took from the newspaper carrier as they 
were escaping from Fresno. 


THE PLOT WELL LAID. 


It now appears that the escape was very 
carefully planned, and evidently young 
Merrell and Mrs, Evans had accomplices. 
The conspirators planned to get nearly all 
the sheriff’s men oet of the city. Sheriff 
Scott was in Los Angeles, All the deputy 
sheriffs were then decoyed away. Early yes- 
terday morning a young Man appeared at 
the town of Ronson, about thirty miles south 
of here on the Porterville Branch, and gave 
notice at the station of a train robbery 
which he said was to be effected that night.

HISTORIC “MECHANICS’ BELL.” 


Vor Years It Has Tolled the Hours for 
the Shipwrights on the Hast Side. 

Near the foot of East Fourth street, below 
Lewis street and within the sound of the 
waves of the East River, hangs the celebrated 
Mechanics’ Bell. Pais bell rings at 7 in the 
morning to summon men to work, at 12 to bid 
them go to lunch, atitoreturn, and at 5 to 
**knock ock“ for the rest of the day. The 
bell also tolls at sunrise ang sundown and at 


4 Saturday afternoons. Bellringer Heins gets 
$6 a month for ringing the bell. 

The mechanics, the shipwrights, the ship 
chandlers and carpenters in the neighbor- 
hood own this bell. They all contributed their 
mite towards its purchase. When the men 
rebdelied at the **‘Ten-Hour law’’ they club- 
bed together, bought this bell, swung it into 
place, and struck off work when its slow and 
solemn tones announced the hour of 5 
o’clock. Whenever any of the subscribers 
die the tolling of the bell makes known the 
fact to his comrades. 

It was the first erected in Rivington street, 
and the father of James McCoy, the vice- 

rincipal ofthe Fifth Street Sohool, was the 

rst man to ring the bell. That was about 
1885. In 1844 it was droken and recast. It 
was again recast by James Gregory; the 
brass founder on Cannon street, on the night 
before Rpm was elected. 
or ny years this bell swung froma 
scaffolding in Willlam H. Webdb’s shipyard. 
Mr. Webb, by the way, amassed a fortune in 
ship building, and is now building on Ford- 
ham Heights a home for aged — 2 =

Five Distinct Attempts to Do Him Up 
Have, He Cla ime, Already Been Made 
— Cannot Furnish Names — Charged 
With Embezzlement — Employment 
Agent Arrested-Police News. 


This morning C. A. Becker, a stationary 
engineer, who claims to be 4 prominent 
member of Council No. 10 of the A. P. A., 
Calied on Chiet of Detectives Desmond, 
stating that his lodge members had 
advised him to , solicit police pro- 
tection. When questioned as to his 
trouble Becker said that the whole political 
machine, many thousand strong, Democrats 
and Republicans alike, were after his life, 
Simply because he was an A. F. A. He said 
that an Dec. 8, 14, 16,20 and 28, five distinct 
efforts were made to do him up dy 
a crowd of ten masked assassins, hired 
by the machine, He refused to give the 
names ot any of his persecutors, simply say- 
ing that it was the work of the machine. 
He said that he thought all the big politi- 
clans were in the deal and said that there 
were a couple of big men of the 
Merchants’ Exchange who were in on 
the job to take nis life. Becker said 
that thus far his A. P. A. friends had proven 
too alert for the crowd who were after him, 
otherwise he might have been murdered. 

He said he had been offered a position in 
the office of Supt. O'Reilly of the Electric 
Lighting Department, but he thought 
the hours, 12 o’clock p. m. 
to 9 a. m., would keep him out 
so that his enemies could do him up. Chief 
Desmond told Becker to go to his home at 
1505 Papin street and to get the names ot his 
tormentors. Becker is about 33 years old, 
and is evidently unbalanced on the subject 
of persecution and politics. He would not 


divulge re names of any of his associates in 
the A. P. A., however.

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JULES WALLACE’S YOUNG VICTIM PRO- 


NOUNCED AN INCUBABLE MANIAC. 


Was Removed From St. Vincent’s Asy- 
lum Yesterday—Still Imagines He Is 
Under the Fake Medium’s Oontrol— 
How the Post-Dispatoh Drove the Au- 
man Fiend Out of the City. 

Lowell Putnam, the young music teacher 


who was the victim of the nefarious practices 
of the alleged medium and healer, Jules 


Wallace, was committed to the Insane 


Asylum yesterday by the Board of Health. 
Since his mental facuities were wrecked by 
this arch-fakir and human monster whom 
the Post-DisrpatcH drove in ignominy and 
Gisgrace from the city, his young victim 
has been elosely confined, watched and ten- 
Geriy treated at St, Vincent’s in the vain 
hope that his lost reason and brignt disposi- 
tion might again be restored to him, All that 
medical skill could accomplish in the case 
has been done, and every comfort and con- 
venience has been furnished him by-his grief - 
stricken parents and brothers that their 
means could afford. They are destined at 
last, however, to see all their hopes blighted, 
asthe young and once promising son and 
brother has been pronounced bopelessly in- 


sane. 

Dr. Hermann, the attending physician at 
St. Vincent’s, advised the brothers to have 
him removed to the Asylum, where they 
could still watch over and provide for 
him, as upon an affidavit sworn to 
by Mrs. Charles W. Putnam, the mother, and 
Orvin and Charlies W. Putnam, the two 
brothers, that they believed the young man 
insane, Dr. Warren G. Priest, Chief Dispen- 
sary Physician, visited St. Vincent’s yester- 
day afternoonand madeathorough exami- 
nation of young Putsgam. 

Dr. Priest says the young man presents a 
very pitiful case. . 

He told me that he realized his condition, 
but had no will power to resist the overpow- 
ering and morbid influence of Wallace. His 


thoughts, words and actions all are con- 
troiled, he thinks, by Wallace. Distance cuts 
no figure; he feels his presence and acts 
under his influence the same as if Wallace 
were by his side. 

This delusional mania has taken complete 
ossession of his faculties. Putnam imagines 
imself a medium with Wallace acting 
through him, and is constantly de- 
manding a slate to write 
messages transmitted in this 
When told that Wallace has been driven 
from the city, Is thousands of miles away 
and dares not return, the young man still in- 
sists that all this cuts no flaure. He feels the 
alleged potent influence acting on him 
through space. I see no hope for him, and 
80 presented his case to the board yester- 


ay. 5 

His two brothers were present at the meet - 
ing and stated that they would provide for 
the young manatthe asylum. Ali hope of 
2— * reason had vanished, and they 
thought it useless to keep him longer at St. 
Vincent’s. He was removed tothe asylum 
to-day. 

WALLACE’S CAREER HERE. 

The confinement of Lowell Putnam in St. 
Vincent’s Asylum on Oct. 26 last was the cul - 
mination of Jules Wallace’s career of fraud, 
trickery and debauchery in St. 
Louis. He had plied his nefarious 


vocation inthe city for a period of three 
months, and although he was frequently de- 
nounced and xposed in the columns of the 
-Dis raren as an unconscionable fraud 

and fakir, he boasted before his little coterie 
of victims and followers at his 80 
called seances at Cooper Hall 
that he had come to St. Louis to stay and the 
Posr-Dis raren could not drive him out of 
town. He laughed and jested over these ex- 
sures, and ata faked up contest between 
Imself and another bird of the same feather 
calling himself Prof. Melvor Tyndall at the 
Hagan Opera-house, Wallace siapped his 


hand on his trousers poc«et and 
exclaimed: ‘‘Every time these fellows 
in the Post-DISPATCH open fire on me, it 
means just so many hundreds of 
bright, shining sheckels right 
here. I defy them. They may 
advertise me, but they can’t drive me out of 
the city.’’

REPUBLICAN RESPONSIBILITY. 

The alleged desire of the Republican 
members of Congress to save the country 
from further business depression will soon 
be put toa decisive test. 

The principal point upon which the 
Republican leaders and organs harp 
wih regard to tariff reform is 
the disastrous uncertainty to which 
**tariff tinkering’’ subjects the country. 
They declare that business is paralyzed 
chiefly from the expectation and dread of a 
change. It is not so much the reduction 
of the tariff, but the uncertainty which 
is disastrous and upon 
base their plea to let the MoKin- 
ley bill _ alone. Ex-Speaker Reed 
even sneers at the Wileon billasa Demo- 
cratic measure of reform and declares that 
it is a sham embodying the policy of pro- 
tection in modified form. 

It is true that a large part of the presen t 
stagnation of business is caused by un- 
certainty in the matter of tariff changes. 
Manufacturers are naturally timid about 
producing goods with taxed materials 
when free materials are promised. Mer- 
chants refuse to buy stocks at high tariff 
prices with lower tariffs in prospect. 
Promptness in making tariff changes and 
thus giving merchants and manufacturers 
an assured basis of calculation is of the 
first importance. 

The Republicans know that the Demo- 
crates must passa tariff reform measure. 
They know that itisonly a question of 
time when it shall be passed. This ques- 
tion of time will be determined by their 
opposition. Obstructive tactics will only 
prolong the agony of uncertainty. 

It, therefore, the Republicans obstruct 
the tariff bill beyond the point of defining 
the attitude of the party and recording its 
principles their motive will be clear.

The Senate Foreign Affairs Committee 
Ought to drop the Hawallan matter. The 
country has heard quite enough of it. Above 
all, the attemptto hold a secret investiga- 
tion ought to fall. There has already been 
too much mystery about this international 
Opera- pouffe performance. 

It is stated by THE Wortp’s Washington 
correspondent that the ultimate action of 
Congress will be ‘‘the passage of a joint 
resolution recognizing the complete auton- 
omy of Hawali and indorsing the recognition 
already accorded to the Provisional Govern- 
ment by the Administration.’’ 

This is all that there is to do. The Dole 
Government is the only government that 
exists in Hawall, and it should be formally 
recognized, to the exclusion ofall royal and 
other claimants.

The 
advices received by the Mariposa, which ar- 
rived at San Francisco on Thursday, are to 
the effect thatthe women took the liveliest 
interest in the election, and with very satis- 
factory results. The success of the experi- 
ment was scarcely a matter of doubt. but it 
would be curious indeed if this reform should 
be adopted in this country after having 
stood the test of practice at the antipodes.
